Not the least notice- 
able being Choke, the first opening 
band. They got the crowd going 
ably, by starting up the thrashing 
machine and holding on for dear 
life. 

During the intermission, I was 
granted a royal audience with the 
mighty SNFU by function of know- 
ing their newish bassist Robbie 
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SNFU showed some air time and some hair time when thee band returned home to Edmonton to 
entertain at the Rev Saturday night. 


Johnson (Oh! The memories: 
Robbie and I and friends playing 
My Generation inthis garage. And 
now he’s with, to quote him, “The 
greatest punk band going.”) 
Robbie and Brent Belke filled 
me in on their present situation. 
The band is promoting a new CD, 
Voted Most Likely to Succeed. It’s 
on the widely-popular punk label 





Epitaph (with a roster including 
the likes of Offspring and Rancid). 
This here album has already sold 
twice the number of their last CD. 
It seems, also, that the boys have 
been very busy touring (some- 
where in the Wayne Newton neigh- 
borhood of 150 shows a year), and 
though they certainly feel the 
strain of constant touring, they 





come off earnest and excited 
about the future. We chatted idly 
about their move to Vancouver, 
the price of stardom, and basic 
reflections of 15 years in the hard 
life, but then I rushed up to ground 
level to catch Fat recording artists, 
Bracket. 

Well, let me testify my friends, 
Bracket (pushing a CD, Four- 


Wheel Vibe) masterfully rocked th« 
crowd with their candy-apple per- 
fect punk. Wonderfully melodious 
vocals soared over top of fast 
flawless, California grown raunch- 
o-rama. We became all beautiful 
and bobbing and an eerily groove 
filled the bar.

But this was Halloween, dam- 
mit, and we began stomping, yell- 
ing, conjuring our finest beast and, 
more than likely, the best band to 
ever come from our humble burg. 

SNFU let us stew and then, 
BAM, they were back, fully return- 
ed, and huge — a huge twisted 
iron and oak tower surrounding 
the sold-out, hungry crowd and, 
once again, serving as a beacon for 
our alienation. And we all respond- 
ed with the perfect answer, grate- 
ful release. 

Chi Pig (who will always be Ken 
Chin in my heart: as in, “Hey isn’t 
that Ken Chin over there rolling a 
doobie brother?”) was his usual 
sinister punk rock icon self — 
dancing, jumping, gyrating, dread 
tossing — leading us through dark 
initiations — you young kids 
remember this dance! And the rest 
of the—band was, as always, 
superb, performing with matchless 
authenticity and class. 

For an unrelenting 1-1/2 hours, 
the laddies of SNFU provoked us

Thirty years after first visit to Edmonton, singer still in demand 





n 1965, Lester Pearson was 
| pees minister of Canada, 
humans had yet to walk on the 
moon and Edmonton first hosted 
actor/singer Lainie Kazan. She was 
19-years-old, hungry and willing to 
take any gig. This meant working 
at Chan’s Moonroom, original 
locale unknown. 

“The place had three floors. The 
first housed a cafeteria, the sec- 
ond, the restaurant,” recalled 
Kazan of her first Edmonton expe- 
rience. “And the third floor... ,” 
she paused deliciously, mysteri- 
ously, before whispering, in mock 
awe, “... was the Moonroom!” The 
Moonroom’s subsequent fate is 
obscure but both Edmonton and 
Kazan have thrived since those 
early years. The Citadel Theatre 
will celebrate its 13th anniversary 
with a one-night performance by 
Kazan Nov. 13 which, coincidental- 
ly, commemorates her first visit to 
the city 30 years ago. 


Incredible versatility 


One of the amazing things about 
Kazan is her incredible versatility 
asa performer: In addition to 
meeting a heavy demand for her 
singing and theatrical talents on 
nightclub stages everywhere from 
Las Vegas to New York and Los 
Angeles, she has, since 1968, 
appeared in over 20 feature films, 
ineluding Beaches and My Fav- 
orite Year. 

Nor has she ignored television, 
starring in such popular shows as 
St. Elsewhere, Murder She Wrote, 
Amazing Stories and Beverly 
Hills 90210 and most recently can 
be seen playing the aunt on the sit- 
com The Nanny. But she waxes 
eloquent when she talks about her 
first love, singing. 

“My mother was involved in the 
theatre so naturally I began to sing 
at;a very early age, around when I 
was three-years-old,” she said. “I 
love to act. I take a part of my per- 
sonality. and magnify or diminish it 
according to the role I happen to 
be playing. In that sense, I control 











and altogether more of a reflection 
of my personality.” Kazan believes 
there is a healthy emotional con- 
trast between the two forms of 
entertainment. “I balance acting, 
which is essentially a slice of life 
experience put in front of a cam- 
era that has rules and order 


attached to it, with singing, which 
is more emotional and uncertain, a 
reflection of my moods.” 


Screen discovery 


Kazan credits much of her 
screen success to her discovery by 
director Francis Ford Coppola in 
San Francisco in 1980. He saw her 
nightclub act and 
impressed he arranged for her to 
be cast for a role in his film One 
From the Heart, and her career 
took off. 

“After that I could do no wrong 
with film producers. Coppola put 
the Midas Touch on me and I was 
in demand.” Film roles in A Cry 
for Love (1980), Obsessive Love 
(1984) and The Journey of Natty 
Gann (1985) followed as did 
recurring television appearances. 

But before 1976, Kazan’s life had 
been anything but ideal. In 1973, 
during the taping of a commercial, 
she broke her leg. The cast was 
improperly set and a blood clot 
developed which quickly spread to 
her lungs. For two years, she was 
confined to a wheelchair, perform- 
ing only sporadically. 

“I was broke because I couldn't 
work. I was depressed because in 
those days it wasn’t fashionable to 
speak of one’s misfortune.” She 
added slyly: “Like it is today!” 

With her recovery in 1975, she 
was able to resume a lucrative 
nightclub act and in 1976, she 
opened her successful Lainie’s 
Room nightclub in the Los Angeles 
Playboy Club, followed by Lainie’s 
Room East in New York in 1977. 

Kazan has kept up a hectic work 
schedule ever since. She starred in 
the 1994 feature Disney film The 
Cemetery Club with Danny Aiello 
and Olympia Dukakis, and Music- 
masters/BMG Records released 
her new CD Body & Soul in the 
U.S. and Canada on Oct. 24 of this 
year, her sixth studio release to 
date. 

She is working on a new movie 
due for release in April 1996, tenta- 
tively entitled Oh No, Not Her, a 
modern-day Romeo and Juliet 
romantic comedy in which she 


was so

plays the mother of Romeo. 

That Kazan’s illustrious career 
has spanned three decades when 
so many established stars have 
faded after much less time in the 
spotlight is nothing short of 
remarkable. It is not surprising, 
then, that she credits her longevity 
to patience, cultivating interests 
outside of work and an acceptance 
that if you love yourself, you can’t 
go wrong. 


Testimony to beliefs 


“I think many people in the 
entertainment industry actually 
begin to live the lives they portray 
in their work,” she said. “You can’t 
recreate a part of life unless you've 
experienced a little bit of its reali- 
ty. Life ebbs and flows and revolv- 
es around high and low points and 
people have to separate the fanta- 
sy of acting and performing with 
living. Otherwise they become car- 
icatures of the people they por- 
tray.” 

That Lainie Kazan has thrived in 
a cut-throat industry seems a testi- 
mony to her beliefs. @

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Eric Matthews creates masterpiece 


ERIC MATTHEWS — It’s 
Heavy in Here (Sub Pop) — It's 
Heavy in Here is an eclectic mas- 
terpiece of pop. Eric Matthews has 
brought together an array of 
instruments which would rival a 
symphony, from acoustic guitars 
to violins to harpsichords to cel- 
los. These instruments, working in 
conjunction with his hauntingly 
tranquil voice, has made the music 
on this album shocking (to say the 
least). 

The title Jt’s Heavy in Here is 
aptly put. With each successive 
song, the album drowns itself in 
the richness of the instruments 
and Matthews’ voice. Tracks such 
as Soul Nation Select Them, Three 
Cornered Moon and Flight and 
Lion just suck you in and sap your 
energy. This album really is heavy 
and with lyrics like “cracking is 
normal I’m sure we'll all fall” to 
“frantic through depressions let 
down most of the time, saving 
love’s dirt fantasy for graves that 
chime” you can sense how deep 
Matthews actually goes with his 
music. 





One recommendation though:

Pathetic performance forces

Sweet justice leaves bitter taste 
with Edgar Allan Poe 


S o L open up the closet the other day and there’s this chicken dressed 
up in an Italian suit delivering pizza. 

Give it a second. It'll come to you. 

So I'm sitting in the closet eating chicken fajitas with Edgar Allen Poe. 

“Stop! It’s horrifying! No more!” Poe shouted. 

“You're the one who asked me to explain how the justice system 
works,” I said.

Secure future in Guatemala just a dream for oppressed minority

ny job-seekers skilled in pub- 

lic relations might want to 
give Guatemala a try. There's a 
real need there, convincing the 
world the Central American nation 
isn’t still the definitive “Banana 
Republic” and that the army isn’t 
intent on exterminating the Mayan 
population. If you’re good at lying, 
you'd be perfect for the job. 

Vicente Calmo and Domingo 
Chel began a cross-Canada tour in 
Edmonton last week, talking about 
efforts for an alternative future in 
Guatemala. Calmo, 32, and Chel, 
39 came out of hiding last year, 
confident for the first time since 
the early 1980s that they are no 
longer a target of the army. 

Their resurfacing may have been 
premature. On Oct. 5 of this year, 
in the first massacre attributed to 
the army since 1991, a military 
patrol killed 11 and wounded 20 of 
a group of Mayans returning from 
a forced, extended Mexican holi- 
day. The returnee program, involv- 
ing tens of thousands of U.N.-spon- 
sored refugees, is being monitored 
by various international organiza- 
tions. 


Went underground 


President Ramiro Carpo has 
since replaced the defence minis- 
ter and pledged to investigate the 
soldiers involved. Canadian visitor 
Calmo charges that the orders 
came from the upper rungs of the 
military hierarchy and that’s where 
the investigation should be con- 
centrated. 

“They will investigate the sol- 
diers, but not the commanders,” 
Calmo says through an interpreter. 
“(The commanders) are untouch- 
ables.” 

Calmo and Chel did not flee to 
Mexico. Like many others, they 
went underground for a decade, 
determined to keep an eye on the 
land they were forced from, hop- 
ing some day to return. 

“There's a law in Guatemala that 
says if you don’t occupy land for 
one year, it passes from your 
hands,” Calmo says. “The army 
easily used this law to take the 
land from the people.” 

Many campesinos (peasant 
farmers) returned to the land 
when they could, hoping 





| to retain a hold, but found it occu- 


pied by “model communities” 
established by the army. The story 
the two Guatemalans will share as 
they head west, then east from Ed- 
monton in the next month, is 
about an alternative to these 
model communities, something 
called CPRs — Communities in 
Populations of Resistance 

“CPRs struggle to change com- 
munities at all levels,” Chel says. 
While the army's model communi- 
ties promise, and occasionally 
deliver, goods like televisions 
(spouting Mexican soap operas 
and upper-class propaganda), 
CPRs promote working together to 
provide some level of health care, 
education and self-reliance, all of 
which are sorely lacking in the 
Guatemalan countryside. Support 
comes from Europe and, in North 
America, organizations like the Ed- 
monton-based Sombrilla refugee 
support society, which is sponsor- 
ing this Canadian tour. 


Willing to relocate 


CPRs were established about 
four years ago in the Quiche 
region of northwestern Guatemala, 
originally moving around to stay 
out of the army’s way but more 
recently stabilized. In 
March, they may have 
to move again to 
make room for 
returning 
refugees, but 
Calmo says they 
are willing to 
relocate and 
even have a new 
home in mind. 

On the tour, 
the two men are 
seeking funds to 
help in the reloca- 
tion and communi- 
ty-building, but 
they’re also asking 
people to keep 
watching 





Guatemala, either from afar or as 
volunteer witnesses for peace 
inside the country. They don’t 
trust the army and its friends to 
refrain from hijacking political and 
social progress. 

There have been positive devel 
opments. A recent Supreme Court 
ruling banned former Guatemalan 
leader Efrain Rois Montt, in power 
during the most brutal of the 1980s 
relocations, from running for pres- 
ident in the upcoming elections. It 
seems the constitution prohibits 
the candidacy of anyone who pre 
viously came to power through a 
coup d'état 


Army still influential 


Challenging the established mili 
tary-backed parties in the election

“The government is saying there 
is no more abuse of human rights 
in Guatemala. That is a big lie

Calmo uses the term “civil pat 
rols” even though he had moments 
earlier noted that the civil patrols 
have officially been disbanded in 
favor of something called “com- 
mittees of development.”

dmonton’s newest theatre company has 

a wild “you'll laugh, you'll cry, you'll go 
through all of your emotions” type of play 
taking the stage this week: Calf Killers. 

Award-winning Alberta playwright Trevor 
Schmidt has teamed up with some of the 
most intriguing, creative, off-the-wall per- 
formers in Edmonton, and together they've 
developed the multitalented group 
Unconscious Collective. 

Co-founder Brian Johnston says the group 
chose to do Schmidt’s plays because of his 
bizarre, turn-of-events plots — and the fact 
they all needed work. 

“As actors we're always struggling to find 
work,” he said. “This year, a lot of actors 
have been left in the lurch. Your job is to 
create work if it’s not there for you.” 

That decision prompted them to finally do 
what they always wanted: to produce a 
Trevor Schmidt play. “We always talked 
about producing Trevor's plays on a major 
scale, and always procrastinated.” When the 
group held their first meeting, the idea of a 
new theatre company grew from there. 

Besides Schmidt and Johnston, the com- 
pany includes Judith Betzler, Kerry Ann | 
Doherty, Angela Flatekval, Tony Sharkey, 
Erin Malin and Leslie Wilson.

an array of characters whose mere presence 
and intensity on stage will keep your mind 
racing to follow the shifting plot. The audi- 
ence is then introduced to Roger’s personal 
assistant, Elsa (Wilson), who at times would 
appear to bring a sense of normalcy to the 
cast, but as her character unfolds it is 
proved she is as zany and misread as the 
rest.

Weaver is 
typically good (as good as her per- 
formance in Death and the 
Maiden), but Hunter frequently 
steals the show. Connick is 
immensely disturbing in his small 
role, with which he obviously had 
a lot of fun; you won’t listen to his 
crooning the same way again. 
Word is that Connick scared the 
hell out of Weaver in some of the 
scenes and had to break into song 
to relieve the tension. 

Unfortunately, much like Seven, 
Copycat has a number of sus- 
penseful episodes at its beginning 
that plainly attempt to replicate 
the interaction among the charac- 
ters in The Silence of the Lambs. 
Having said that, if you’re gonna 
copy another movie you might as 
well pick one of the best in the 
genre. 

Luckily, by the time we hit the 
halfway point in the movie, the 
almost painful suspense has far 
overtaken the melodrama. And 
that suspense is worth it. Copycat 
inevitably reaches a nail-biting 
conclusion that ends when... you 
really didn’t think I was going to 
spoil the ending for you... did 
you? 

On the popcorn box scale, give 
it four out of five.
